Court Watching 


Christopher Buckner shooting case heads back to Circuit Court

The felony cases against Christopher 
Isaiah Buckner, 34, of Carleton, which had 
been bound over to the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice, were back before 34" District 
Court Chief Judge Brian A. Oakley on 
Sept. 27 for a “further exam.” 

Under consideration was a circuit court 
plea of “attempted CCW” but there was no 
evidence presented about a prior weapons 
charge during the preliminary exam on 
March 1 and so Circuit Court Judge 
Christopher Blount sent it back to district 
court for reconsideration of the exam. 

On Sept. 27, after discussion between 
Judge Oakley and the attorney and 
prosecutor, with Buckner present, it was 
determined the there was no evidence filed 
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on what the weapon was in the previous 
gun case. 

“There was an improper bind-over on 
count 4,” Judge Oakley agreed and so 
he removed the charges of possession of 
weapon by a felon and one of the felony 
weapon charges and sent the case back 
to circuit court through motions by the 
attorneys. 

A second arraignment on the information 
at circuit court was set for Oct. 11. Then a 
final conference was scheduled for Dec. 7. 

“Its not the court’s fault at all,” said 
court-appointed defense attorney Jonathan 
Cohen referring to district court at the Sept. 
27 hearing. He said he hadn’t presented 
that evidence and they didn’t know what 
the weapon was in the previous case. 

Buckner had been bound over to circuit 
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court on eight charges in a shooting on 
Rawsonville Road that left the victim’s 
hand having to be surgically reattached. 

The 40-year-old victim, Ulysee Kirkland 
of Van Buren Township, was in court in a 
wheelchair and testified to the events that 
took place on Jan. 30, 2023 around 6:45 
a.m. He testified his left hand had to be 
surgically attached to his body for blood 
flow due to his hand being shot and losing 
two fingers. 

Kirkland testified he was traveling north 
on Rawsonville Road near Grove, when 
defendant Buckner pulled in front of him, 
got out of his vehicle with a long gun, and 
fired three rounds into his GMC-Yukon, 
with the first round injuring his left hand. 

Kirkland knew the defendant and 
identified Buckner to the police as the 
person who shot him. 

In an attempt to escape the defendant, 
the victim crashed into the rear of the 
defendant’s car, and pulled into Tim 
Horton’s parking lot, to wait for police and 
a medical team. 


Buckner had been bound over on these 
eight charges: 
e Assault with intent to murder;

VBT DDA recommends Wade Trim for Safe Streets Plan

At its regular meeting on Oct. 24, the Van 
Buren Township Downtown Development 
Authority voted unanimously to 
recommend Wade Trim engineers to gather 
information and complete the SS4A Safe 
Streets and Roads for All Comprehensive 
Safety Action Plan. 

The township received a grant of 
$384,900 from the U.S. Department of 
Transportation which is matched by 20% 
-- $97,000 — from the DDA, for a total of 
$481,500, which will fund implementation 
of this project in part. 

Wade Trim proposed data collection to 
conduct modeling and complete the study, 
a truck route study, and a pedestrian traffic 
study (conceptual cost estimate). 

There were proposals from six firms and 
the review committee recommended Wade 
Trim. 

DDA Executive Director Merrie Coburn 
said the township is developing the plan 
with a goal of achieving zero roadway 
fatalities by the year 2028 and a 50% 
reduction in crashes resulting in injury 
along arterials, collectors, and local roads 
in the township. 

The project includes the entire township, 


but will focus on troublesome areas. 
The focus will be on the Belleville Road 
Corridor, where traffic volumes reach 
35,000 a day. 

With this plan in place, the township will 
be ranked higher for larger grants for the 
widening of Belleville Road, according to 
consultants. 

In other business at the 27-minute, Oct. 
24 meeting, the DDA: 

e Approved the review committee’s 
recommendation of Wade Trim for 
completion of the Belleville Road Corridor 
Safety & Complete Streets Plan out of 
proposals from three firms. The SEMCOG 
Planning Assistance Program Award for 
$40,000 was received by the township 
which in part will fund this project. This 
plan, for Belleville Road only, overlaps 
with the SS4A plan for the whole township, 
Coburn said; 

e Approved the price quote of Davenport 
Brothers Construction of Belleville to 
install the concrete pad for the benches 
and trash can on the former DNR property 
north of the Belleville Bridge at Quirk 
Road, now owned by Van Buren Township. 
Cost is $3,800. Jamie’s Custom Concrete 
and Construction of Livonia was high- 
bidder at $5,485; Romana Construction 


of Melvindale was $3,700; and Saladino 
Construction Company of Ann Arbor was 
low bidder at $3,200; 

e Approved the 2024 meeting dates as 3 
p.m. the fourth Tuesdays of the month: Jan. 
23, Feb. 27, March 26, April 23, May 28, 
June 25, July 23, Aug. 27, Sept. 24, Oct. 
22, Nov. 26 and no meeting in December. 
The chairman can change the time of the 
meeting if necessary; 

e Approved a budget amendment to 
move $1.3 million from fund balance to 
the recently approved Belleville Road 
Right of Way Acquisition ($1 million) 
and Engineering ($300,000) for the design 
concept cost for the Belleville Road 
Widening Project. Staff had completed the 
budget projects for fiscal year 2023 and so 
the budget amendment spreadsheet dated 
Oct. 24 needed a resolution by the DDA 
board. This brings the fund balance for 
2023 down to $4,500,058.74; 

e Heard Coburn report three property 
owners have replied to DDA offers of right- 
of-way acquisitions along Belleville Road 
between Tyler and Ecorse as determined 
by the DDA in a closed session during its 
last meeting. She said that started the 30- 
day clock ticking for agreements. After a

harm, less then murder; 

e Assault with a dangerous weapon 
(felonious assault); 

e Weapons, firearms — possession by 
felon; and 

e Four felony weapons charges. 

Two charges now have been dismissed. 

Bond of $500,000 cash/surety was set at 
arraignment, but then reduced to $100,000 
by Judge Lisa Martin at a probable cause 
conference on Feb. 15. Bond was posted 
through a bail bondsman. 

The bond of $100,000 was continued and 
he was not to be released without a GPS 
tether. 

Benjamin Richard Williams 

Benjamin Richard Williams, 45, of 
Detroit, was scheduled for his probable 
cause conference on March 22 on charges 
of receiving and concealing a stolen vehicle 
and police officer assault on Feb. 21 in 
Van Buren Township.

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Keystone Academy board allocates $9,000 for special projects

At the Oct. 12 regular meeting of the 
Keystone Academy Board of Directors, the 
board allocated a total of $9,000 from its

emphasize the importance of attendance, 
we would like to recognize any student 
who achieves perfect attendance, with no 
absences, tardies, or early dismissal for 
the entire school year. These funds will be 
used to purchase items that the students 
can earn.” 

She said last year there were 12 students 
and one staff member that had perfect 
attendance and they were each able to get 
$180, one dollar for each school day. 

Drain said they also have monthly awards 
for perfect attendance and that is supported 
by pizza sales. 

She said the students are very intent 
on perfect attendance and one student 
made his mother change all his doctors’ 
appointments so he wouldn’t have to miss 
a day or have early dismissal. 

Drain said last year her two daughters, 
who come to school with her, were tardy 
once and lost out on the award. She said 
now they insist on her leaving early enough 
so that wouldn’t happen again. 

The board also approved allocating 
$4,500 for the Staff Recognition Budget. 
Drain said 18 teachers who provide special 
services will get a $250 stipend at the end 
of the school year for going above and 
beyond their normal duties. 

She said this includes 10 team leads, 
two National Junior Honor Society 
coordinators, a yearbook coordinator, 
art club, newspaper, science, and PTO 
representative. All these roles require 
a year-long commitment from the staff 
which provides students with an enhanced 
educational experience, she said. 

Drain said the after-school art club is 
popular, along with a new science club that 
does experiments. This month it’s making 
slime and next month will be ice cream. 
The newspaper club, which will make a 
digital newspaper, has been formed for 
fourth through eighth graders. A new girls’ 
coding club is being formed after school

In other business at the 38-minute 
meeting, the board: 

e Approved the 2024-25 offered seats 
schedule. A total of 721 seats will be 
offered in Young 5s through eighth grade, 
the same as the prior academic year. 
As of the board meeting, Keystone had 
696 students enrolled, with one student 
starting the following Thursday, which 
is 65 more students than last year at this 
time. Board member Steve Harvath asked 
about the number of students in each class 
and Drain said they try not to go above 
30. She said each class has a teacher and 
paraprofessional and up to two or three 
extra adults for workshops ; 

e Learned the school’s social worker 
position still is not filled, but National 
Heritage Academy representative Andrew 
Roth said that there is a severe shortage of 
social workers throughout NHA and other 
educational systems across the country; 
and 

e Was presented with comparisons of 
overall proficiency compared to the Van 
Buren Public Schools and Keystone 
continues to outperform Van Buren district 
in every grade level and every subject area. 
Drain reported that Keystone has a greater 
achievement gap (5% more) between it and 
Van Buren in comparison this year from 
last year. According to scores, Keystone 
had an overall proficiency rating of 59% 
in all grades and subjects in 2022-23. Van 
Buren had a 26% overall rating and the 
State of Michigan had a 37% rating.

exam was set for Oct. 19. He was bound 
over to circuit court for an arraignment on 
the information, which was adjourned until 
Nov. 2. A calendar conference was set for 
Nov. 17 and then continued to Nov. 28 and 
then Jan. 20, 2023. A final conference was 
set for March 3 then to March 24.

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VBT planners approve cutting 87 trees as first step for Ashley Capital

Kyle Morton, speaking for Ashley 
Capital, explained that they need to get 
critical access to the east side of the site for 
Building 11, which is in an open field. The 
access, however, is now blocked by trees. 
The site is on the south side of Van Born 
Road and west of Haggerty Road in Van 
Buren Township. 
He said there is 12” of topsoil on the land, 
some 200,000 cubic yards, and the topsoil

closed-door session at the Sep. 26 DDA 
meeting, the board voted to make the Just-

is “not buildable.” They were able to give 
away 50,000 cubic yards to a contractor 
who needs to build berms. He said another 
contractor is interested, but access is 
needed. 

On the Oct. 11 regular meeting agenda 
of the Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission there was a request from 
applicants Tim Riedl and Dennis Schultz 
on behalf of owner Crossroads Distribution 
Center North 11 for a tree removal permit 
for 87 trees. 

The two were not present at the meeting 
and Morton spoke for the project. 

Dan Power, director of planning and 
economic development, said Ashley 
Capital had provided a grading plan sheet, 
a permit from EGLE, and details of the 87 
trees targeted. Also, Wayne County has 
worked with them on a soil erosion kit and 
will allow offsite hauling. 

Director Power said 76 regulated trees 
and 11 non-regulated trees is just part of 
the 440 total regulated trees and 354 non- 
regulated trees they will ask to be removed 
at the final site plan application. 

He said they will pay a bond of $350 per 
regulated tree and a tree survey had been 
provided for this first group. 

Morton said they hadn’t planned on 
having access to Haggerty, but the county is 
putting in a traffic signal half way between 
Ecorse and Van Born roads on Haggerty in 
its upcoming road project, so a road will 
come into the Ashley site. 

He said the project is on the agenda of the 
Wayne County Commission meeting next 
week and if they approve the Haggerty 
Road project, it will start in November. 

Commissioner Bernie Grant said the 
township requires a bond of $350 per tree 
no matter how big the tree they cut down. 
He asked if there were “monument trees” 
among those to be cut down. Director 
Power said he didn’t know if “monument” 
trees were in the ordinance and he would 
check. 
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They are retaining 2,772 regulated 
trees on the site (86%). Morton said the 
company hired a firm which counted 7,096 
trees in the development and made a listing 
of details for each tree. 

Ashley Capital had provided the EGLE 
notice of authorization it received a year ago 
for wetland preservation and abandonment 
of 2,363 linear feet of the Bell Drain and 
a new storm water management pond, 
among other items. The authorization is 
good until Nov. 11, 2027. 

Morton said there were two piles of 
topsoil of about 19,000 cubic yards each 
that were left over from other building on 
the site. 

“We’re trying to get rid of the topsoil,” 
Morton said. 

Commissioner Jeff Jahr said this project 
was going in a different order than normal 
projects, with the tree removal permit 
request so early. He said the bond should 
be paid before the trees are removed. 

Morton said the $26,600 for the bond will 
be paid within the next few days. 

The tree removal permit was granted 
unanimously by the planning commission, 
with stipulations. 

In other action at the 45-minute meeting, 
the planning commission granted an 
extension of the final site plan for a 
16,280-square-foot, multi-tenant light 


industrial building at 6060 Schooner Dr. 
The final site plan was approved March 9, 
2022 and there was no activity since then, 
Power said. Approval was for one year. 

A building permit was sought on July 31 

and so the extension procedure was started. 

Scott Wright, architect, said owner 
Sam Patel had his wife pass away last 
summer and things were delayed and then 
they couldn’t get a contractor. Now all 
the drawings are completed and they got 
their water main permit from the State 
of Michigan. He said they hope to break 
ground this year. 

The extension was granted to Sam Patel 
for one year from this date, with building 
to begin no later than Oct. 22, 2024. 

Under general discussion, it was noted 
that Commissioner Jackson Pahle has 
earned his Citizen Planner certification. 

Commission Chairman Brian Cullin 
said he went to a state conference and 
the presentation by Vidya Krishnan, 
the township’s planning consultant, and 
Director Power was on battery storage and 
had a lot of good information.
